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A Destretive Fire at Salt Lake 
An Old Landmark Gone. 
Sat Lake, June 21. 

Early this morning a fire broke out 
in Clawson’s wagon depot and com- 
municated to the ol 1 Council House 
and Savage’s Art Gallery, which were 
entirely consumed. Shortly after the 
fire broke out a terrible explosion oc- 
curred, similar to the great explosion 
en Arsenal Hill several years ago. 
The buildings throughout the city 
were shaken, and near the scene of 
the fire the wreck was complete. Plate 
glass windows and sashes, and doors 
were blown in and the sidewalk cov- 
ered with glass for two blocks.

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The Unterrified in Council in 
Ohio. 
CoLuMBus, June 21. 

The Democratic State Convention 
convened at 10 A. M., with the largest 
crowd ever seen on a similar occasion 
in Columbus. The contest between 
Ward and Hoadly, for Governor, 
waged fierce. During the morning 
hours all preliminary organizations 
were dispensed with, and the conven- 
tion proceeded to nominate a candi- 
date for Governor. On the first ballot 
Ward received 261 votes, Hoadly, 290 
Geddis, 97; Denver, 40. Second ballot 
—Ward, 279; Héadley, 304. 

The second ballot proceeded until 
Butler county was reached again aud 
some trouble ensued. After the call 
had been concluded some changes be- 
gan for Hoadley, and the greatest ex- 
citement prevailed; delegates climb- 
ing over each other and stamping the 
platform. Before the result of the 
ballot could be announced, a motion 
to nominate Hoadley by acclamation 
was carried. He had in the neighbor- 
hood of 350 votes—319 being necessary 
to a choice. 

Judge Hoadley soon appeared and 
accepted the nomination. In a ten 
minutes address, during which he re- 
viewed his connection with his party, 
and although he had wandered at one 
time with Republicans to fight the bat- 
tles of the colored race, said the Demo- 
cracy was broad enough to receive 
him. He esteemed it a great compli- 
ment to be nominated over more 
worthy candidates, and believes they 
will win on the platform, whose prin- 
ciples were personal liberty, self-con- 
trol in temperance matters, and a 
license system. The convention pro- 
ceeded to nominate a Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and John G. Warwick of Stark 
county was selected by acclamation. 


DORSEY WRITING LETTERS 
What he thinks of the Star Route 
Cases. 
NEW YorRE, June 21. 
The Sun publishes a letter from ex- 
Senator Dorsey to a friend in which he 
says: The original fight was wholly 
political. You know with what scorn 
I treated the suggestion that MacVeigh 
and James should be made to re- 
present the Republicans of Penn- 
sylvania and New York; neither of 
whom could be elected Magistrate in 
the smallest bailiwick in their State. I 
feared the Grants, Conklings, Arthurs 
and all the great leaders were to be 
ignored and that political fungus and 
pretension was to take their places. 
General Garfield in his amiability and 
kindness of heart, permitted Mac- 
Veagh and James to read the com- 
munication which has passed between 
us, as he afterwards told me. Me- 
Veigh and James had scarcely warmed 
their official chairs before they began 
the persecution which bas just come 
to an end, under asystem of es pionage 
before unknown to a free people. No- 
body knows better than MeVeagh and 
James that I had never made a penny 
out of the Postoffice Department, 
but the most miserable creatures that 
could be caught in a drag-net and 
snaked across the mouth of the vilest 
sewer were seized upon to rake and 
scrape the country to Secure some- 
thing against me. Two years of time, 
and more than $200,000 of the public's 
money has been spent in the effort to 
wreak upon me the vengeance of am- 
bitious and miserable camp followers.

Judge J. E. Garner of this place was 
indicted at the June term of the Rob- 
ertson county Cireuit Court for an at- 
tempt to commit perjury and subordi- 
nation of witnesses in a law-suit in 
which he was the leading counsel, it 
being the trial of Burch Hopkins for 
the killing of Dr. Nuckles, in which 
Hopkins was acquitted on the grounds 
of self-defense. The trial was most 
exciting on account of the prominence 
of the parties and the manner of the 
killing. The verdi of acquittal was 
productive of much feeling. There 
are several counts in the indictment; 
one charging that Judge Garner bribed 
a witness to swear falsely. Ben Boon, 
James Boon, James Suit and Tim 
Demombren were indicted jointly with 
Judge Garner. Judge Garner is one 
of the Commissions of Referees of the 
court, created by the last Legislature, 
to relieve the Supreme Court of its 
overcrowded work. He is a lawyer 
of high standing, and has served on 
the Bench and in other positions of 
honor and trust.
